To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Biaenavon  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  information  my  annual  public  health  report  for 
the  district  for  the  year  1962, 

The  report  is  compiled  to  comply  with  Regulations  5 (3)  and  15  (5)  of 
the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959,  and  with  the  directions  contained 
in  Circular  1/6 3 (’Vales)  dated  30th  January,  1963,  from  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health. 


GENERAL  COMMENT. 

From  the  aspect  of  notifiable  diseases  the  year  1962  was  an  uneventful  one 
as  is  reflected  in  the  few  notifications  received  for  this  district.  The  main 
incident  was  the  notification  of  one  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  in  a 
female  child  aged  21/  years.  As  regards  tuberculosis  a new  low  record  has 
been  achieved  for  the  district  during  1962,  as  only  one  cqse  of  tuberculosis 
was  notified.  It  is  also  of  note  that  no  death  was  assigned  to  any  form  of 
tuberculosis  for  the  year. 

The  first  half  of  the  year  saw  the  recurring  smallpox  incidents  in  South 
Wales  and  this  district,  in  common  with  so  many  other  districts,  had  its 
epidemic  of  vaccinations,  rumours  and  scares.  The  general  public  demanded 
mass  vaccination  and  they  were  catered  for  by  the  opening  of  a public 
vaccination  clinic  which  was  run  by  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  from  the 
County  Health  Department.  Records  are  held  for  5,762  vaccinations  (4,583 
primary  vaccinations  and  1,179  re-vaccinations)  done  during  the  year  at  the 
public  vaccination  clinics,  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  and  General  Practitioners'1 
surgeries.  Many  more  were  done  at  their  place  of  work  outside  the  district 
for  which  no  records  are  held,  and  it  is  estimated  that  these  numbered  about 
300. 

When  the  smallpox  scare  had  died  away  the  occurrence  of  poliomyelitis  in 
epidemic  proportions  in  a part  of  Monmouthshire  caused  some  apprehension  in 
the  month  of  May,  June  and  July.  This  district  remained  free  until  July, 

4th  when  a female  child  was  reported  ill  with  a paresis  of  the  left  leg,.  She 
was  admitted  the  same  day  to  Alt-yr-yn  Isolation  Hospital,  Newport,  as  a case 
of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  and  the  child  contacts  in  the  home  excluded  from 
school  and  home  quarantine  advised.  This  child  had  not  been  previously 
vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis,  nor  had  any  of  the  other  children  in  the 
household.  Oral  vaccine  was  given  to  these  home  contacts  including  their 
parents.  This  child  made  a good  recovery  and  was  discharged  from  hospmtal 
on  21.8.1962  to  attend  an  orthopaedic  out-patient  clinic  for  observation  and 
physiotherapy.  The  infecting  virus  in  this  case  was  identified  as  poliovirus 
type  1.  On  the  occurrence  of  this  case  it  was  considered  advisable,  in  view 
of  the  epidemic  nature  of  the  poliomyelitis  outbreak  in  neighbouring  parts 
of  the  County,  to  open  a public  clinic  and  offer  oral  vaccine  to  all  between 
the  age  of  6 months  and  40  years.  It  was  not  considered  at  this  stage  that 
there  should  be  any  school  closure,  swimming  baths  closure  or  restriction  in 
peopled  movements  in  view  of  the  compact  nature  of  the  district.

The  number  for  the  year  has  been  rather  inflated  by  the  deaths  of  male  twins 
aged  five  months  from  acute  respiratory  infection  which  appeared  from  its 
sudden  onset  and  rapidity  of  death  to  be  of  a virulent  virus  type.

The  Chest -Clinic  for  the  district  continues  to  be  located  in  the  Park 
Buildings,  Pontypool,  and  provides  this  service  at  a convenient  venue  for 
those  attending.  Facilities  are  also  available  at  Blaenavon  Hospital, 
where  the  Chest  Physician  pays  periodic  visits  as  required. 

The  Chest  Clinic  at  Pontypool  is  open  on  two  whole  days  each  week  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday. 

During  the  year  one  notification  only  was  received  in  respect  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  this  referred  to  a male  in  the  ^5-5^  years  age 
group.  No  notification  was  received  in  respect  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  usual  detailed  environmental  enquiry  is  made  by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  in  receipt  of  each  notification  and  a copy  of  each  report  is  sent 
to  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  These 
refer  to.  certain  details  of  the  family  contacts  and  enable  the  Chest  Physician 
to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  chest  X rays  and  B.C.G.  vaccination 
where  appropriate. 

The  local  tuberculosis  register  showed  a total  of  68  persons  comprising 
ok  (33  males  and  31  females)  pulmonary  cases  and  ^ (1  male  and  3 females) 
non-pulmonary  cases  as  remaining  on  the  register  at  31*12.196 2.  There  was  no 
death  assigned  to  any  form  of  tuberculosis  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

iThe  Mass  Radiography  Service  carried  out  one  of  their  periodic  factory 
surveys  in  the  district  during  February,  1962,  when  they  visited  Messrs 
Everwear  Candlewick  Limited,  Blaenavon.

The  provisional  death  rate  per  million  population  for  England  and 
Wales  for  1962  for  respiratory ' tuber culosis  was  59  > being  a further 
decrease  in  mortality  for  this  disease  over  the  previous  year  (65  in 
1961). 

During  1962  the  death  rate  for  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  per 
million  of  the  population  was  5^0  (494  in  1961),  which  shows  a further 
serious  increase  in  deaths  from  this  condition.  In  actual  numbers  this

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955. 

The  Blaenavon  Urban  District  is  not  a Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and  this 
work  under  this  Act  is  carried  out  in  this  area  by  the  Weights  and  Measures 
Department  of  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council.  The  County  Weights  and 
Measures  Officer,  R.J.  Bullen,  Esq.,  reports  that  a total  of  40  samples 
(20  milks,  18  other  foods  and  2 beers)  were  taken  in  the  district  during 
the  year  for  submission  to  the  Public  Analyst  and  that  the  results  of 
analysis  were  satisfactory. 

Public  Swimming  Baths. 

The  swimming  bath  in  the  district  is  controlled  by  the  Council  and  is 
provided  with  up-to-date  purification  plant.  Samples  of  the  water  taken 
during  the  season  were  satisfactory.
